Candidates Speak at 
First League Meeting 


Season Opened at Wildwood Inn—Chairman Hardy 
Explains Ballot Questions—Study Groups 
Plan Active Season 


On Tuesday the League of Women Voters 
held its first meeting of the year at the Wild- 
wood Inn. After a delicious luncheon, a very 
fine program of speakers was presented. Miss 
Helen Chickering, President, welcomed both 
the old and new members cordially, and then 
turned the meeting over to Mrs. Alan Black- 
mer, chairman of the committee on Govern- 
ment and its Operation. Mr. Romeo David, 
Republican Candidate for Representative, 
spoke first. He spoke of the needless waste 
and extravagance in public expenditure and 
the necessity for just men of special training 


along governmental and legal lines in public | 


offices. 
Mr. Charles McAree, Democratic Candi- 


date for Senator, spoke very forcibly about | 


the progress in the theory of taxation. He 


gave a short resume of taxation from the | 


time of the French Revolution to its modern 
tendencies. He feels that the burden of taxa- 
tion should not fall on the man who is least 


able to pay it, but that we should have a} 
heavily graded progressive income tax, and 


a progressive inheritance tax. There is an 
urgent need for greater taxation he said, be- 
cause of the necessity for unemployment in- 
surance and old-age pensions. 

Mr. J. Bradford Davis, Republican candi- 
date for state senator, was the third speaker. 


He gave statistics showing the proportion of | 


taxes distributed in Massachusetts, enumer- | 


ating the activities which absorb state taxes, | 
and giving the amount of money expended | 


for general purposes. His talk emphasized 
that due to the uncertainty of property 
values, inheritance and income taxes would 
not bring in sufficient revenue, and therefore 
a sales tax is necessary. This is particularly 
just as the distribution of taxes should be 
guided by the ways in which the money is to 
be expended. 

After these three imformative and inter- 
esting speeches, Mr. Hardy explained the 
three questions which are to come up on the 
November ballot in the form of referendums. 

The committee chairmen then explained 
the work planned for the study groups, which 
will follow at intervals during the year. Mrs. 
Alan Blackmer is chairman of Government 
and Its Operation; Mrs. Harold Rafton, 
chairman of Government and Education; 
Mrs. Charles La Morte, chairman of Govern- 
ment and Child Labor. Mrs. A. Graham 
Baldwin, chairman of Government and In- 
ternational Cooperation, has already had two 
meetings with a very fine and enthusiastic 
group, with members from Andover, Phillips 
Academy, Abbot Academy, and Lowell.

Alcoholic Beverages Commission Member States that 
Andover if It Wishes Package Stores Must Also 
Allow Restaurant Licenses 


There is no way in which the town of 
Andover can continue licenses for package 


rants, it was learned this week from the | 
Alcoholic Beverages Commission. Frank H. 

Hardy, chairman of the board of selectmen, 

was given this opinion in a talk with a mem- 

ber of the A.B.C. Wednesday. Mr. Hardy has 

written the commission for confirmation of 

the opinion, but no answer has been given as 

yet. The verbal ruling means that the town 

must remain just as it is now or dispense 

with license entirely. 

Mr. Hardy made the inquiry as the result 
of a question put to him at a meeting of the 
League of Women Voters Tuesday. The 
selectman at the request of the League was 
present to explain the questions appearing on 
the ballot at the coming election. 

There will be two questions on the ballot 
dealing with liquor. The first deals with 
licenses for all alcoholic beverages, including 
hard liquors; the second is limited to wines, 
beer and other malt beverages. Both were 
approved at the March election, The select- 
men, however, decided not to give hard 
liquor licenses to restaurants, so that at 
present the package stores are licensed under 
the first (hard liquor) question and the 
restaurants under the second (wines and} 
beer) question 

Were the town to vote “ Yes”’ on question 
one, and No” on question two it does not 
mean that restaurants would go out and 
package stores stay. While the selectmen | 
have refused to license restaurants under the | 
hard liquor question, the A.B.C, would un- 
conbéadhy force them to grant such licenses if 
| the second question were defeated. 

The various possibilities under the two 
questions, as far as Andover is concerned, 
would be: (1) If the town votes “Yes” on 
both questions, the present situation will 
continue. (2) If the town votes “No” on the 
first (hard liquor) question and ‘“ Yes” on the |

The low bid of $259,000 on the general con- 
tract for the new school project was submit- 
ted by the E. J. Rappoli company of Cam- 
bridge, it was learned when the bids were 
opened last Saturday night. Low bids on 
other phases of the work were: heating and 
ventilating, James S. Cassedy & Co. of Cam- 
bridge, $79,544.; electrical, James A. Wil- 
kinson & Co, of Boston, $27,990; plumbing, 
C. H. Cronin, Inc. of Boston, $15,500. The 
four low bids total $381,034, 

The bids will be turned over to the state 
engineers of the P.W.A, and then submitted 
to Washington D. C. for final approval. They 
will be returned to the town with recom- 
mendations. It is understood that all of the 
low bidders have been doing P.W.A. work 
and have been satisfactory. 

The basic bids on the general contract 
follow: D'Amore, Construction Co., Boston, 
$272,000; Central Engineering and Con- 
struction Co,, Pawtucket, R. L, $281,500;

The frequent passing of busses down 
Main street and along Chestnut street 
has again called attention to the rather 
flagrant violations of parking rules here. 
Over a year ago the selectmen went to 
much trouble and considerable expense 
to draw up and enact a set of parking 
rules which save for a brief period of 
police activity last spring have not been 
enforced to any great extent. The situa- 
tion seems particularly bad on Satur- 
day mornings when there is so much} 
double parking that the open lane down | 
the middle of the street is very narrow. 
With busses passing through the street | 
or stopping to discharge or take on pas- 
sengers, the trouble will be very much } 


intensified. 

The solution will lie only in 
enforcement of the parking rules, es- 
pecially as regards double parking. It is 
a dangerous practice, and a very incon-| 
venient one for those who are parking 
legitimately close to the curbing. Some 
restrictions should be drawn up for) 
parking on Chestnut street, especially 
near the treadle which at times is inac-| 
cessible because of double parking. An- 
other improvement would be the mark- | 
ing off of safety zones in the square | 
where busses could stop next to the curb | 
for letting off or picking up their pas- 
sengers. 

But the biggest improvement of all, 
something which the people of Andover 
have desired for a long time, would be} 
the moving of the traffic policeman’s 
stand to a point farther out in the | 
square where it might be of some use in 
guiding traflic.

This notification is in accordance with 
Chapter 132, General Laws, which requires 
cities and towns to destroy the eggs, cater- 
pillars, pupae and nests of the gypsy and 
brown tail moths under heavy penalty for 
els to comply with the provisions of the 
aw. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such 

caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the 
y or town is required to destroy the same, 
and the cost of the work, in whole or in part, 
according to the value of the land, is assessed 
upon and becomes a lien on the land. (Section 
18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on reverse.) 

The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to 
co-operate with the town in its work on high- 
ways and other public grounds by doing 
effective work on their premises. Citizens 
who have cleaned their premises of the 
moths, but find their trees endangered by the 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates should 
make complaint to the Selectmen. The in- 
festation of a residential neighborhood by 
the neglect of a few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be 
destroyed at once with creosote. They should 
never be scraped off the object on which they 
are laid, Careful search should be made for 
sypsy moth egg clusters, not only on trees, 
but also on house walls, stone walls, fences 
and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees in which 
cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or 
emented. This is important. The present 
and future cost of combating this insect can 
be greatly reduced by cutting and burning 
worthless brush, hollow trees, etc. A few 
trees well-cared for are more valuable to the 
property owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be 
Cut from the trees, carefully collected and 
burned in a stove or furnace, 

» Fullinstructions as to the best methods of 
work against the moths may be obtained 
from the Local Superintendent, Ralph T. 
Berry, or from the State Forester, Room 519,

Indian Exhibition 
at Local Gallery 


The first general exhibition in the east of 
the work of the Indian school at Santa Fe, 
New Mexico, has just been opened at the 
Addison Gallery of Art at Phillips academy. 
Iwo galleries an the upper floor have been 
devoted to this interesting exhibit of the 
artistic efforts of young Indians who range in 
age between thirteen and seventeen 

The exhibit will attract many different 
types of people, for various reasons. First of 
all, the work is far ahead of the yerage 
work for 13 to 17 year old “paleface” chil- 
dren. And then the paintings are not the 
usual subjects seen in art galleries, They 
represent much of the Indian lore which is so 
fascinating to the newer Americans. Water 
colors, oils and the unusual “earth colors” 
are included. 

Prof. Warren K. Moorehead has the fol- 
lowing to say about the school: 


“The Department of Interior, United 
States Indian Service, many years ago 
established an Indian School ‘at Santa Fe, 
New Mexico. Through its hundreds of gradu- 
ates the school has exerted an influence for 
good among Pueblo, Navajo, and other 
Indian tribes. Nearly twenty years ago, Mr. 
C. E. Faris was appointed superintendent, 
and, fortunately for the Indians, has re- 
mained in charge. Mr. Faris is considered one 
of the best superintendents in our Indian 
Service. He is sympathetic in his attitude 
toward Indians and very popular among 
Whites and Indians alike, 

“Some fifteen years ago, he realized that 
the Southwest Indians possessed a real art, 
expressing it in their ceramics, weaving and 
silverware. Instead of instructing the Indian 
children in white man’s art, as was a prevail- 
ing custom in Indian schools, he encouraged 
boys and girls to make their own designs. 
Several art teachers employed by him acted 
in advisory capacity and did not try to in- 
fluence or change native concept. As the 
result of Mr. Faris's labors, together with 
those of the National Association of Indian 
Affairs and the Laboratory of Anthropology 
at Santa Fe, Indian art, encouraged, has 
flourished, The present exhibition is evidence 
of this.” 

Douglas S. Byers of the gallery staff states: 

“In this exhibit there are examples of the 
work of students in an art course composed 
of Indian children representing the various 
Pueblo groups of inhabiting the villages of the 
Southwest and Indian children from the 
wandering Navajo and the dispossessed 
Sioux and Cherokee. 

“Before the coming of outside influences, 
none of these people produced works of art 
merely for their enjoyment. | 

“Among some of the tribes there was no | 
realistic art. Geometric designs were applied 
to pottery, hide or wood. 

“The Pueblos knew realistic art but only 
in a limited way. Small dolls made from cedar 
wood were carved and painted to represent 
supernatural beings called Katchinas and 
were utilized for a time in the course of cer- 
tain ceremonies. Pottery designs were in the 
realistic manner, although many of the ele- 
ments soon became highly conventionalized

The narrative ele 
ment may have reached the Pueblo Indians as 
a result of contact with certain Plains In 
dians who in former times kept a pictographic 
record of the outstanding events in each year, 
The transfer of the narrative element to 
Pueblo art has been accomplished only in the 
last few years, permitting the construction of 
a picture which represents an act, rather than 
the simple decoration of a pot or the carving 
of a doll which tells no story, 

“The Navajo used paintings on the clean- 
swept floor of a medicine lodge as part of 
their healing ceremonies. The secret of the 
designs was known in former times only to the 
medicine men who traced them on the ground 
with finely ground earths of various colors, 

“The Pueblo child has experienced some 
forms of realistic art in his daily life. The 


children of the Navajo, Sioux, Cherokee and 
Wasatch have no such background, and asa 
result are more readily influenced by the 
idiom of the white man. Although using his 
techniques they often express Indian ideas. 

“The grouping of the pictures by the 
name of the artist makes the difference in 
tribal background more apparent.”

Ted Shawn Group 
to Present Dances 


is a blaze of excitement; swift, 
furious, imaginative; a stage alive with 
leaping, whirling fiugres; incre dibly agile 
The air looks full of flying men. It is as if the 
frieze of the Parthenon had come to life.’’ 
These words describe one of the dances to be | 
presented by Ted Shawn at Phillips Academy | 


“The dance 


It is an entirely new form of entertainment 
that Ted Shawn and his dancers will bring to | 
Andover. Rather it is a form of art so ancient | 
that we have forgotten its beginnings. Vor 
centuries dancing was a part of war and | 
religion, and women were forbidden to prac- 
tice it. The Greeks recognized the physical 
and mental importance of dancing and used 
it as part of the physical training of their 
armies. The Japanese, who have much in| 
common with the Greeks, expressed their 
warlike emotions in the dance, and we all) 
know that among the American Indians 
dancing was an exercise expressing religion | 
and war, a deadly serious matter. No Indian 
man danced without fasting, prayer, and 
ceremonies of purification, and he believed 
that by dancing he put himself in communion 
with the Great Spirit. 

It is Ted Shawn’s idea to restore the dance 
to its rightful position as a thoroughly mascu- 
line art. It is, he believes, the art form for 
men of action, a strenuous athletics of body 
and mind. It is a sport, but it is a great deal 
more, for while exercising the body it culti- 
vates mentality and expresses the emotions. 

Allcritics agree as to the thoroughly mascu- 
line character of Mr. Shawn’s dances, and 
expressions like ‘their squared backs and 
aggressive shoulders,” or “a labour dance 
reeking of tropical sun, in splendidly muscu- 
lar rhythms” appear in every review. It is 
only in this European American civilization, 
and here only in the last two centuries, that 
dancing has been considered feminine. 

The young men in Ted Shawn’s company, 
several of them former college football play- 
ers and wrestlers, live at a training camp 
isolated in the Berkshires. They live without 
electric lights, without telephone, without 
radio, and without central heating. They do 
their own cooking, chop their own wood, and 
have built their own roads and their own 
swimming pool. But this is in their time off. 
A visitor to the camp after watching their 
daily training in dance reutine says that if a 
hardened football player should try it, he 
would soon exclaim, ‘‘Send me back to the 
scrimmage, coach; but don’t put me through 
another five minutes of this just yet.”
